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The Journal not long ago correct- 
ly pointed out, that the success of the 
Congress would be "just what, those 
Who attend make it." As f am as- 
sociated with the movement since the 
beginning of its conception ami am in 
possession of all inside facts, I un- 
hesitatingly say that, the expected 
presence of the Americans and the 
enthusiasm that characterizes their 
interest in the movement are all that, 
makes what, the Congress is worth, 
ami that if can have fitting dignity 
and importance only by giving it, the 
American concept ion 01 what, they 

are. The French idea is simply hos- 
pitality toward strangers, because, as 
a mat ler of course, many would come 
lo see the exposition, sociality and 
exchanging of news as to what are up 
with flic deaf-mutes scattered over 
the world fun during t he day time, 
to wind up with sociable meetings 
from eight to ten only, topics for dis 
cussion being previously chosen to 

stimulate "conversation" and enliven 

the evening as well as make it, profit- 
able. Changes in details W« can 
attend to in due time. The Ameri- 
can delegation, judging from the 
names of the delegates already chosen, 
will do honor to America, but I would 
counsel you, if in the future you should 
choose more delegates, only to choose 
those who have u< rrr been abroad, as 
the ( 'ongress itself is of little account 
compared with the education that 
will accrue from a visit, to the Old 
World. The greater number of deaf- 
mutes to go out and touch the world 
upon more than one side, the better; 
and for an obvious reason, it is gener- 
ally advisable that the delegates 

should be teachers, or those Interest- 
ed in the education and welfare of the 
deaf. 

Though it. is nol, on the programme, 
I believe that the Congress should 
make itself known on the subject of 
articulation, and that the European 

graduates should be given every op- 
portunity to shOW whether they sus- 
tain the Milan resolutions or not. 

As the Jul kn vi, hail pointed out, 
I he deplorable condition of the English 

deaf should engross the attention of 

the Congress. The following extract 
from a letter from Mr. Krancis Maginn 
will repay perusal : 

"The Deaf-Mutes of 1'aris deserve 
great credit, for getting up the In- 
ternational Congress. We should 
make hay while the sun shines, so I 
venture to suggest, to you to do your 
best to gel an International Association 
formed during the sitting of the
